Gallows Must Be Maintained In 
State Despite Lethal Gas Law

By United Press
California's new lethal pas 

law will have no effect upon 
at least 12 convicts who are 
in the death cell:; of San Quell- 
tin and Folsom prisons.

Neither will It bear upon 
anyone committing murder In 
this state before August 27.-: 
effective date of the new act  
regardless of the date of trial 
and sentencing.

Included In that category 
was Albert Dyer, who faces 
trial next month on the 
charge of attacking and slay­ 
ing three Inglewood girls. If

Dyer Is convicted and sent­ 
enced to death, he will have 
to die on the gallows because 
the crime wan committed prior 
to August 27.

Because of that condition, 
it will be necessary for both 
prisons to retain their scaf­ 
folds Indefinitely. A murder 
committed In the past or be­ 
tween now nnd Augu:;t 27 
may be solved 20 years from 
now and the guilty person, If 
convicted and sentenced, would 
have to be hanged.

Only one gaa chamber will 
be constructed at San Quen-

tin. Condemned prisoners will 

be sent there and Folsom will 
have no morn executions after 

concluding those now sched­ 
uled unless murderers now at 
large are returned there In 
later years.
